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Mr. Ehrlichman entered on active duty with the : 

United States Army Air Corps on April 24, 1943. He was 
released to inactive duty as a first lieutenant on October 3, 

1945. He was on terminal leave during the period 
October 3, 1945, to November 22, 1945. Mr. Ehrlichman 
served in the United States Air Force Reserve from November 23, 
1945, to April 1, 1953, when he was honorably discharged by
